There was no prior art found by the examiner that suggested modification or 
combination with the cited art so as to satisfy the combination of all the limitations in 
claim 3. 

As to claim 3, the prior art of record, taken alone or in combination, fails to 
disclose or render limitations "wherein while the measurement head measures the 
three-dimensional shape of the sample, the relative position measurer obtains a 
weighted average of outputs of the at least two measurement members so as to 
acquire a change in the relative position between the sample and the 
measurement head, the sample being disposed at a position to be measured by 
the measurement head", in combination with the rest of the limitations of claim 3.
